Such in brief, and In ilir language 
of Ihc London Gazette, is the record 
of the two gallant deeds which have 
won for the two McGill men whose 
names are mentioned above the high- 
est recognition, which one alone sur- 
vives 10 wear, of their services in be- 
half of king and country. The Vic- 
toria Cross, the most coveted distinc- 
tion any British soldier ran win, has 
fallen to the lot of very few native 
Canadians. Since this great war was 
begun and it seems singularly gratify- 
ing that of these very few. two. of the 
recipients have been McGill men. one 
nn undergraduate, and one a graduate. 

Captain Scrimgcr is a son of the 
late Principal Scrimgcr, of the Mont- 
real Presbyterian College, whose death 
occurred during the summer, lie was 
born in Montreal in 1S7S. and after 
passing through the Montreal High 
School, took a double course ill Arts 
and Medicine at McGill. Iniiis gra- 
duated with the class of '05. Follow- 
ing this, Capt. Sprlmger was for a time 
on the staff of the Royal Victoria Hos- 
pital, and afterwards engaged in prac- 
tice in Montreal as a surgical special- 
ist, lie look up post graduate study 
ai Dresden, Vienna and Berlin; at the 
Intter place spending some time under 
Hr. Brier, personal surgeon to the 
Kaiser. 

Capt. Serimger had but little mili- 
tary experience previous to lb" out- 
brea't of the war.

The continuance of Inter-collegiate 
athletics during the present session i 
it quest ion uppermost in the minds ot 
tlic undergraduates. 

On September 23rd the Students 
Council met to discuss the problem 
and aller a great deal of discussion 
the following resolution was unanl 
mously carried: 
"In view of the existing clrcuni- 
lances, we deem it unwise to partiel' 
pate in official intercollegiate contest! 
during the coming session." 

The council, while realizing tin 
great advantages to be derived from 
an intercollegiate athletic series, foil 
that a great many or these results 
could be obtained from an tnlra-collc- 
giate .series, i.e.. intor-class and Inter- 
year compétitions, without Ihc large 
expenditure of cliue and money neces- 
sarily associated with an lntcr-coliogl- 
ate series. 

On September 23 there was a meet- 
ing of the C.I.R.F.U. at Kingston to 
discuss the football situation. The 
following statement was given out as 
a result of this meeting: 

" It has been definitely decided to 
discontinue official intercollegiate 
football during the session 1915-10." 

An idea was evolved at this meeting 
to hold an Intercollegiate series or 
football, Ihc net proceeds or which 
would be devoted to patriotic pur- 
poses. The council folt that this would 
be an excellent thing, but did nothing 
officially until word was received from 
the University of Toronto athletic dir- 
ectorate. The following day it was 
learned that the Toronto 'cam had de- 
cided not io participate! Tins natur- 
ally led to the cancellation of the pro- 
posed patriotic series. 

The next proposal was to play a 
series of exhibition games with some 
'oral loams as well as bringing some 
out-of-town teams to Montreal. It was 
found, however, that this would be im- 
practicable for many reason, and the 
council, al another meeting on the 
29th, decided that McGill could not 
have a representative learn. 

While this means the discontinuance 
of Intercollegiate athletics, it docs not 
mean in any way that there are to he 
no athletics al McGill. 

The football executive has already 
met and discussed schemes for the 
continuance or football. The result 
is that the intcr-clnss and inter-year 
sports are to he popularized, and if 
round practicable, a longer series con- 
ducted than hitherto. Most or the men 
who were on the squad last year and 
who are bark to college have ex- 
pressed their willingness to boost, the 
college sports, and they are to he al- 
lotcd certain teams to coach. In this 
way an abundance of material Is ex- 
pected to turn out. and It is beyond 
doubt that a great many buried stars 
will be brought to light through a 
properly conducted athletic pro- 
gramme. 

President Wollatt, of the Rugby 
Club, Is enthusiastic over the proposed 
scheme, and with his backing we 
should see a brand of inter-class and 
Inter-year football far in advance or 
previous years. There is an opportun- 
ity in this programme for every man 
who so desires to get out and play the 
game, and If it Is round necessary, n 
series w ill be conducted for two teams 
from each class.

T, C. at Niagara 
early in May was In every re- 
spect a model one. The camp itself 
w-as in the nature of a novelty, never 
before in the history of the Canadian 
militia had the Department at Ottawa 
sanctioned the organization of a train- 
ing camp composed exclusively of Uni- 
versity men; never before had historic 
Niagara Common or the parade ground 
of any other training place in the Do- 
minion resounded to the tread of n 
University unit on the inarch. 

And the 0. 0. T. C. spring training 
camp was not without results. The 
University men marie ample recom- 
pense to the authorities for the trou- 
ble and expense involved in the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of the 
only militia camp held in the Domi- 
nion during the year. The number of 
men who decided to attach themselves 
to overseas units as a direct result 
of their training at the C. O. T. C. 
camp, added to the high standard of 
Efficiency and camp discipline which 
■was reached, more than made amends 
ïor the trouhle which was created. 

To .Major A. A. Magee, of the Mc- 
Oill C. 0. T. C, probably more than 
to any other man. was the organiza- 



ror the third or fourth time, and the 
direction of the buckles on the water 
hot tie st raiis, changed as many times, 
the regiment detrained at North To- 
ronto.

camp. The edict had gone forth that 
there were to he no militia camps es- 
tablished during the year on account 
u> the expense which would be added 
.lo Canada's war bill, and the Depart- 
ment of Militia and Defence seemed 
most loath to acquiesce to the wishes 
of the officers of the McGill and Tor- 
onto Contingents. C, O. T. C. 

Early in April it was, however, 
definitely known that these difficul- 
ties had been overcome and thai the 
camp would .go ahead as was origin- 
ally intended. Arrangements from 
the Montreal end (for it is only of that 
which the Daily shall treat) at once 
were got under way. The Quarter- 
master's stores were overhauled, and 
an effort made at the weekly drills 
to ascertain what number of men 
would in all likelihood avail them- 
selves of the opportunity for real 
work in the field after their winter's 
drill. Tt is not too much to say that 
the number who at first volunteered 
for this was disappointing. Through 
enlistment and disinterestedness the 
corps itself had dwindled down in its 
regular attendance to about half Its 
regular strength; companies had be- 
come platoons. platoons sections. 
Something had to be done If McGill 
were to make a creditable showing. 
The officers and N.C.O's. of the Bat- 
talion were equal to the occasion. 
Something in the nature of a recruit- 
ing campaign was instituted, posters 
were placed in conspicuous positions, 
around the University, and in down- 
town buildings, and a system of spec- 
ial drills commenced. 

The efforts of the officers to bring 
the Battalion up to strength were not 
■without result. Through the mediums 
already enumerated, and the forma- 
tion of special units to qualify men 
in signalling, stretcher work, etc.. a 
force fairly creditable In size was 
soon engaged In preparation for the 
camp instruction being in charge of 
Sergt.

get their equipment in order, and tent 
floors, made by the Engineers In 
camp, set in place In the tents. The 
members of the advance party extend- 
ed a hearty welcome to the Incoming 
men. and were soon showing them the 
sights of the camp. Used as it is to 
military display, it is a somewhat re- 
markable fact that Niagara was out in 
Hill force to receive its two-weeks' 
guests, and, furthermore, trudged in 
•lie dust with the men on their march 
from ihe river front to the Common. 
Tli.it evening the C.O.T.C. men first 
learned who "Happy" was and what 
«as expected of them as members of 
the guard, o. the sanitary pickets, and 
as mess orderlies, for the McGill CO. 
T.C. maintained its camp duties 
throughout the period of training, un- 
like its neighbor. That night tbev 
first learned what It. was to sleep oil 
the hard boards; where the Various 
ice cream parlors of which Niagara 
boasts are located, and who serves the 
ice cream; where the only picture 
show in town was located. 

The following day at noon the U. of 
T. Contingent, C.O.T.C. 750 strong, 
marched Into camp, accompanied and 
headed by its regimental band. At 
the main street of the camp the in- 
coming Hoops were met and cheered 
by the McGill men already under can- 
vas. The day's work for the McGill 
CO.T.C, was opened at S a.m. by the 
introduction of physical drill by 
Q.M.S. Lamb. The movements, gone 
through to the accompaniment of the 
Rcgimentaj band, showed just what a 
useful organization the latter was. 
From what would he branded under 
ordinary conditions mere tiresome re- 
petition, the movements became with 
Hie men a pleasure looked forward to 
by one and all. In the morning com- 
pany drill was carried nut, with bat- 
talion drill and bayonet exercises In 
the afternoon. "D" Company, 38th 
Battalion, held a long route march In 
the afternoon in heavy marching or- 
der. 

.May *i— The men are now settling 
down to the camp routine and enter- 
ing upon their training in real ear- 
nestness. The morning was spent by 
the men of both C.O.T.C. Contingent's 
in work in the field, followed by the 
required medical inspection by the 
A.D.M.S. of the Division. In Hie after- 
noon "A" and "B" Companies and the 
Overseas Company proceeded to the 
ranges and had some practice, being 
forced to curtail their work through 
tain.

weather, the routine work or the 
morning v.as not carried out. instead 
of the ordinary work, lectures were 
delivered In the mess tents to the men 
by Major Sitweil and Q.M.S. Instruct- 
or Brunei.

May S — Perfect weather favored the 
day, affording a splendid opportunity 
for the men to have some practical 
work in the field. A scheme of at- 
tack on old Fort George was practised 
in the afternoon. At guard mount a 
heavy rain sprang up and t lie men 
on duly were drenched. The rain con- 
tinued all night. C.S.M. White. "A" 
Company, left to-day to accept com- 
mission in ihe 24th Battalion and was 
given a rousing send-oft by his com- 
pany. 

May !) — The day opened as usual 
with physical drill under Q..M.S. 
Lamb. At nine o'clock church parade 
at Headquarters was held, every 
available man turning out. The 
Roman Catholics proceeded at an ear- 
lier hour to their church, while mem- 
bers of the Hebrew faith were per- 
mitted to excuse themselves. Rev. 
Canon Garrett, the rector ot the vil- 
lage, delivered a suitable five-minute 
sermon, and after the singing of one 
or two favorites the men were free to 
entrain for Niagara Falls. The cars 
seemed to travel very slowly until St. 
Catharines was reached, when won- 
derful improvement was noted. At 
twelve o'clock Niagara Falls was 
reached and a scramble for eating 
places immediately ensued. The visit 
of the C.O.T.C. was unexpected and 
no provision had been made to care 
for their appetites; consequently 
many found it a difficult matter lo 
satisfy the demands of their inner 
man. With the time at their com- 
mand, the men then proceeded to see 
the sights and did so to their entire 
satisfaction. The first car returning 
to camp left the Falls at 4 p.m. Al- 
though the day was cold and over- 
cast, the men all enjoyed the trip, one 
of the features of which was the ex- 
tremely good fellowship shown be- 
tween members or the two units. 
About a dozen Varsity men walked to 
the Falls from camp, hut preferred to 
return by radial. 

May 10 — The best work-day yet. 
The sun was not darkened by r. cloud 
all day long and there was scarcely 
any wind. The McGill Contingent 
spent the greater part ot the day in 
a scheme or attack In rear of the rifle 
rnnges, carrying their dinner with 
them. Most of the men acquired a 
healthy Ian during the operations. 
President Falconer, of the University 
or Toronto, and Mayor Church or that 
city were visitors to-day. Two default- 
ers were paraded for an hour In 
heavy marching order In the evening 
— one ror Insubordination, the other 
Tor failure lo report before leaving 
camp. Twenty-one men arrived to- 
day nom Saskatoon Tor the 2nd Uni- 
versities Company. 

May 11 — The Hne weather con- 
tinués'; not a cloud in the sky. liât- 
talion drill conducted in ihe morning; 
with distance-judging and musketry in 
the afternoon. Intercollegiate sports 
and assault-at-arnis held in the even- 
ing. 

.May 12— -A very busy day for both 
contingents. Genernl Lessard arrived 
at the catri'p, hut held no formal In- 
spection. He, however, watched the 
men go through manoeuvres and was 
very much pleased. In the evening 
outpost work held In country around 
Fort George. Twenty-five scouts un- 
der Captain and Adjutant Kemp en- 
deavored to break through the lines. 
Only one succeeded. 

May 13— One or the big days of the 
camp. The Duke or Connaught spent 
two hours at the camp, and on the 
green plains under a cloudless sky re- 
viewed the 1,400 troops representative 
of ihe Universities, s 

The contingents were drawn up in 
double line, stretching about half a 
mile north and south, while the Royal 
standard Hew at a saluting base to 
the west. It was shortly after three 
o'clock when the Governor-General ar- 
rived in his auto from Niagara Falls. 
In his review of the lines he was ac- 
companied by, among others. General 
Lessard and Lieut.-Col, Elliott. 

Thercarter the men marched past 
the saluting base in platoon forma- 
tion, the 1st Universities Overseas 
Company and McGill leading as they 
marched south, and Toronto at the 
head as they marched back again 
northward. Alter the troops had ad- 
vanced In review order and presented 
arms, the Duke summoned the orricers 
to him and complimented them on the 
march past, particularly mentioning 
the Hne. swinging pace the men had 
set. 

Speaking generally, the Duke con- 
tinued, saying that while the cere- 
monial just concluded was not a thing 
ol great value in present circum- 
stances, yet the ract that they had 
carried it out so well showed how pro- 
fitable had been their training. At a 
later stage the Duke shook hands with 
all the officers. 

The Governor-General before leav- 
ing the review ground visited the hos- 
pital, where he spoke to all the pa- 
tients, asking their name, their Uni- 
versity, etc. One patient, a member 
of the 2nd University Overseas Com- 
pany, had so keen a spirit to go to 
the front that in his excitement when 
asked which University he belonged 
to, McGill or Toronto, he answered: 
"Overseas." The Duke and General 
Lessard laughed heartily at the Inci- 
dent with its human touch. 

May 14— The training at the camp 
was completed by the carrying out 
or à tactical scheme at which 
there were present several of the 
highest military orricers in Canada, 
His Royal Highness the Governor- 
General, Commander-in-Chier or the 
Canadian rorces; Major-General the 
Honorable Sam Hughes. Minister or 
Militia and Derence; Major-Genernl 
F. L. Lessard. Inspector-General of 
Eastern Canadian rorces. being 
among the visitors. Although the 
manoeuvres were on a somewhat re- i 
Stricted scale, the manner in which 
they were carried out by the student . 
soldiers called forth ravorable com-' 
ment rrom Ihe orricers who were spec- 
tators, the keenness. Intelligence and 
general enthusiasm or the men taking 
part impressing the senior orricers 
particularly. The day was ideal ror 
the purpose of a sham fight, bright, 
hut cool, and on account of the com- 
paratively small force taking part if 
was possible to complete the scheme 
within a few hours. 

At the conclusion or the rield work 
H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught made 
a brief inspection of "D" Company, 



38th Battalion, and later in the after- 
noon the entire force at camp was 
reviewed by Major-General Hughes. 
The Duke was particularly Impressed 
with the appearance or the men. while 
he was also much stuck with Ihe 
spirit which induced professors to en- 
ter the ranks as privates, often under 
theii own students. While the sham 
fight ended in the customary draw, 
several delails of the action deserve 
mention. The manner in which the 
derending force (formed, or the McGill 
men) held their rire, only Tiring dur- 
ing the rushes of the attack, called 
for favorable comment from Ihe Duke, 
while the work or the signalers in 
keeping open the lines of communi- 
cation was also praised. 

The plan ot the sham fight supposed 
that a "rod" force from Toronto (made 
up of the Toronto men and the McGill 
reinforcement company), under the 
i command of Lieut.-Col. W. R. Lang, 
I was attacking a "blue" force (the Mc- 
|Gill corps and the cadets from Ridley 
• College, St. Catharines), under Lieut.- 
Col. Robert Starke, who held Niagara- 
on-tho-Luke, The attacking force came 
from the west, along the lake front, 
and carried out Its work very satis- 
factorily, advancing with flank col- 
umns and advance guard. In the 
afternoon all the officers met in con- 
ference on the tactics, the action be- 
ing reviewed and mistakes pointed 
out. 

In commenting on the general work 
and conduct of the camp, Major-Gen- 
eral Lessard declared that, while he 
disliked making comparisons, yet he 
considered it the best he had seen for 
training and efficiency. In every de- 
tail, Us interior economy, the condi- 
tion of the tents, and in field work, 
lie found It very satisfactory. The 
point that Major-General Lessard was 
struck with particularly was the keen- 
ness of the men and the Intelligence 
displayed in their work. 

The arrival of three of the armored 
motors of the Eaton Machine Gun 
Datlcry at the camp early in the morn- 
ing attracted much interest among the 
members or the C.O.T.C. camp and 
visitors who were present during the 
day. The cars travelled rrom Toronto, 
leaving the previous afternoon, and 
the ride proved quite an endurance 
test ror the drivers. One or the cars 
was examined by H.R.H. the Duke or 
Connaught. who looked into Its con- 
st ruction and also watched it In mo- 
tion. 

May 15 — The final day In camp 
passed oH, as had the previous two 
weeks, without any untoward Incident 
to mark It. Both the McGill and To- 
ronto battalions each had a fear that 
the other might make a raid on them 
on Ihe Friday night, and extra strong 
guards were posted, while pickets 
slept in their boots and clothes. 

Camp was struck durin* the morn- 
Ill" and the Toronto C.O.T.C. marched 
off at noon, the McGill contingent 
following a couple of hours laler. 
Each battalion had a hearty send-off, 
and the last which the members of 
the C.O.T.C. saw or the Overseas com- 
pany was as the latter stood in line 
on the wharf, singing "We're Going to 
Sec the Whole Show," as the boat con- 
veying their rcllow campers ror two 
weeks moved oft. It was a most im- 
pressive closing to a most unusual 
camp.

The "Order or the Day," called for 
Physical Exercise before the morning 
parade. 

Promptly on time Sergt.-Major 
Worry would line the men up, Q. M. S. 
Lamb would mount the platform, call 
the Battalion to attention, give a few 
words of Instruction, life hand would 
strike up, and they were off 

The exercises were principally of a 
light recreative type, calculated to 
give speed, endurance and organic 
vigor. Easy and simple movements 
were first, given, gradually increasing 
In severity until before long the men 
were being a half hour or vigorous 
warming up. which created that reel- 
ing or enthusiasm and vigor, with a 
body whose muscles were thoroughly 
toned up to stand the strain of the 
day's order. 

Movements necessitating neuro- 
muscular control or a difficult nature 
were given, with the result that many 
unruly arms and legs were taught to 
perform actions that hitherto they 
were not capable or doing. Exercises 
were performed which tended to pro- 
duce quickness or action and control, 
co-ordination or limbs, beside tending 
to develop that unconscious upright- 
ness and carriage so essential to the 
real soldier. 

Interspersed through Ihe various 
movements were breathing exercises 
lending to give the necessary "wind" 
as well as increase the capacity, ex- 
pansion and mobility or the chest. At 
almost every period or physical exer- 
cise there was a short timp devoted to 
gymnastic dancing. It was here when 



trying to perform rhythmic muscular 
movements that a great many men at 
first had difficulty. A little practice, 
however, together with the excellent 
accompaniment of the baud, was suf- 
ficient to give the men the necessary 
control and before many periods were 
over this became one of the most 
popular of the many phases of the 
morning's work. 

Officers and men alike turned out to 
take part and Major Magee's w ise pol- 
icy of having the officers in front of 
the men was not only useful to the 
men as an example. Imt also increased 
Ihe vigor with which the officers per- 
formed their stunts and kicked their 
heels Into the air. 

Too much praise cannot be given 
the band Tor the excellent manner in 
which they assisted In this part or the. 
programme. The bandsmen, however, 
did not go through camp without their 
exercise, as they had special periods 
devoted to similar work. 

Aside rrom the physical exercise or 
the morning, which was required or 
all men, there was always something 
doing in athletics during the hours 
when the men were off duty. The Bat- 
talion authorities had purchased a 
considerable amount of athletic sup- 
plies which were pooled with the sup- 
plies rrom Toronto and rrom the Y. 
M. C. A. 

The Y. M. C. A. tent was Ihe recog- 
nized centre ror athletic activities and 
Ihe equipment was loaned Tor the ask- 
ing. It was a rare thing to rind an oc- 
casion in which they were not all in 
use. 

Great praise is due the student Y. 
M. C. A. ror the assistance rendered in 
controlling the athletic programme, 
presenting ribbons and banners to the 
winning teams and catering to the 
needs or the students in a general 
way.

Two days before breaking camp the 
biggest athletic event in the shape or 
a track meet between the two Uni- 
versities was pulled off.

The result of the meet was practi- 
cally a shut out for Varsity, only one 
or two minor places being captured by 
their men. Dan Sutherland, this year's 
Track Club President was to the fore 
as usual with wins in both weight 
events. Captain Barclay ran second in 
Ihe mile, while Pie. Howard, one or 
the men in the first University Coy. 
captured the broad Jump with over 20 
reet. and was placed In the 220 yards. 
Capt. Molson was a good second in the 
running broad. 

As soon as ihe track meet was over 
the crowd rushed the big Y. M. C. A.

Niagara An Historic Spot. 




The river line of the old town of 
Niagara, lined with unsightly bill- 
boards and fishermen's cabins, is at 
once a disappointment to one who 
might expect lo find traces ot the 
quaint ness which would naturally 
seem to surround the mother town of 
Upper Canada. The appearance or the 
town from the river is distinctly a dis- 
appointment, and one would not think 
of giving the town a second glance 
were il noi for Ihe ramparts and lower 
of old Fort Mississauga, which daraln- 
ales Hie entrance to the rive rrom the 
Canadiau side. 

As the late William Kirby, F.R.S.C, 
very truthfully points out at an early 
point in his admirable "Annals or 
Niagara." the history of that famous 
old town "offers matters of interest lo 
all Canadians," not only because it 
was Ihe centre rrom which sprang the 
settlement or Upper Canada, but be- 
cause its historical associations date 
from ihe earliest record or the appear- 
ance of the white man among the In-, 
dian Iribes ot" the colony. Here the 
first Parliament Of Upper Canada was 
convened ; here the Six Nations In- 
dians had their council house ; here 
and in this vicinity were some of the 
most stubbornly-contested battles of 
the war or 1K12 contested. Who has 
not heard or the exploit of Laura Sc- 
cord, or the episode or the Caroline ? 
Truly, the C.O.T.C. camp wus placed 
in historical surroundings ! 

The present town or Niagara occu- 
pies the exact slie or the Indian vil- 
lage or Onghiara. Onghiara was the 
chief town of Hie Neutrals, I heir coun- 
try being chiefly on the west and north 
shore ot Lake Erie and River Niagara. 
The Niagara Commons upon which 
the men of the C.O.T.C. drilled five 
months ago, were the cornfields which 
the Neutrals cultivated. When the 
Neutrals were exterminated by the 
Iroquois about 1(i5o, Hie Senaca tribe 
took possession or their territory on 
the eastern side of the Niagara, but 
not that on the western side, which 
they permitted to be occupied by ihe 
Mississaugas. a branch of the Chlppe- 
was. The Mississaugas were found In 
full possession of Onghiara by La Salle 
on his first voyage to the wesi in 1fi7S. 
Like the rest of the Chlppewas, the 
Mississaugas. or Great Sauks. lived by 
the lakes and rivers, subsisting more 
by fishing than by hunting. La Salle 
established his first stockade on tiie 
site of Fort Niagara, opposite Fort 
Mississauga, in Ihe winter of 1(178. 
He foresaw that it would become a 
bulwark of strength to ihe French, as 
indeed it did become, ll grew into a 
large fortress 'and remained in the pos- 
session or the French for the next 
eighty years. At first a sotckade, de- 
fended by palisade, Fort Niagara sub- 
sequently developed into a regular for- 
tification ot earthworks. The present 
so-called cnstle and a stone blocK- 
house were creeled in pursuance or 
the plans or the Marquis of Denonville 
by order of Governor Vaudreuil in 
1726, and Ihe fort and defences were 
completed in 1758 by Ihe British. Fort 
Niagara became the centre of a great 
trade with the Indian Iribes; il was 
the gateway which led to all the terri- 
tory to the west, to which France had 
laid claim, The French occupation or 
Fort Niagara lasted eighty years, from 
its foundation by La Salle to its sur- 
render lo Sir William Johnson. No 
attempt was made to colonize the 
country in the vicinity, though a few 
ramilles seem to have cultivated a few 
fields and gardens on either side of 
the river. On the Canadian side the 
Mississauga Indians occupied the site 
of Onghiara and raised crops of corn 
and beans. 

In the spring or 1769, when Pitt re- 
solved to end once and for all French 
dominion in Canada, a strong force of 
British regulars, provincial militia and 
Indians assembled at Albany, bent 
upon the capture of Niagara, for w hich 
purpose they had with them a good 
supply oi artillery and siege material, 
Advancing by way or the Mohawk 
River and Fort Oswego, the army, on 
July 10, 1750, laid siege, after but little 
opposition, to Fort Niagara. Informed 
or this movement, the French Gover- 
nor nt Quebec had given orders to his 
commandants In the west to gather to- 
gether a force to come lo the relief or 
the fort, now cut off from communica- 
tion with the rest of Ihe country 
through the tactics of the British. 
This relief force was defeated by the 
British on July 24, and upon the fol- 
lowing day Fort Niagara and Its garri- 
son surrendered. 

After the foil or Quebec and Ihe ces- 
sion or Canada, Fort Niagara enjoyed 
uninterrupted peace for seventeen 
years, and became the headquarters 
for English régiments and a depot for 
troops and stores ror Ihe more west- 
ern posts. During the Pontine wars, 
several brushes with the Indians took 
place thereabouts, over seventy men 
being on one occasion w iped out w hen 
ambuscaded by the Senacas. angry at 
being deprived or their monopoly of 
portaging goods around the Falls. 

When tho U. E. Loyalists were driv- 
en rrom their homes in the present 
United States, Fort Niagara became 
thronged with thousands or refugees 
and Indians. From It expeditions or 
Indians were sent winter and Rummer 
to harass the enemy's supplies, while 
the white troops look deep revenge for 
the cruelties and losses of property 



which they had sustained. Niagara 
was the headquarters of Butler and 
his Rangers, of Joseph Brant, Deser- 
onto and others, whose names are 
written very prominently on the pages' 
ot Canada's history. 

No Bellement was made on the west- 
ern side or Ihe river until peace was 
declared in 1784, after which a Loyal- 
ist settlement sprang up, receiving 
first the name of Butlersburg, after- 
wards that or West Niagara, and In 
17112 thai of Newark, which it retained 
uniil 1812. The new town was care- 
fully laid out in broad streets, cross- 
ing at right angles, with open spaces, 
left for markets, barracks, churches, 
court house and other public build- 
ings. The rirst streets settled on 
were King. Queen, Prideaux and John- 
son streets, the two latter named after 
officers who fell at the siege of For Li 
Niagara, 175!). 

The first missionary lo the district 
arrived lu 17112. Rev. Dr. Addison, a 
man of fine presence and able speech. 
Rev. Dr. Addison was chaplain of the 
garrison, and performed divine ser- 
vice in the Indian council house on thoi 
Common until St. Mark's Church was 
built In 1804. 

In ihe same year, Col. John Graves 
Simcoe arrived as the first. Governor 
of Upper Canada. A new residence; 
for him was built on a spot afterwards 
covered by Hie rampart of Fort Gcorgo' 
and overlooking Navy Hall, the seat 
of government. Some traces of the 
Governor's fishponds may still be aeon: 
in the channel of a spring that issues, 
oui or the bank. A large boulder on 
ton indicates that this is the spot 
where met ihe first Parliament oft 
Upper Canada. 

The fact that Newark lay within 
range of the guns of Fort Niagara— by 
treaty of 1783 ceded to the United 
States -formed a strong argument In 
favor of the removal or the capital 
elsewhere, but it was not until 1793 
that it was decided to do this. After, 
this date. Governor Simcoe had his; 
headquarters at York (Toronto),, 
which, however, grew slowly, and, in- 
spite of its advantages, did not for a 
long lime divert the trade and influ- 
ence of Newark. The lake trade tend- 
ed milch towards Newark, wherii 
schooners were built to ply to York 
and Kingston. 

As an immediate consequence to the- 
giving up of Fort Niagara, Governor, 
Simcoe In 17fi5 commenced the build- 
ing of Fort George, a large military 
work of some ten acres or land on the! 
bank of the river above the town. IV 
was constructed with deep ditches, 
plckctled. high rampants and bastions- 
at the angles, with spacious barracks,' 
magazines and other necessary build-; 
Ings inside, forming in all respects a. 
strong fort. In 17!)fi the transfer of; 
the British garrison from Fort Nlag-: 
ara to Fort George was made, and the. 
Stars and Stripes waved atop the old 
French "castle" in place of the Union 
Jack. ; 

Comparative quiet reigned through- 
out Niagara and district until the stir- 
ring times of 1812. The poet Moorei 
visited Niagara in 1804, and received: 
a hearty welcome rrom Colonel (after- 
wards General) Brock, who was la 
command of the garrison. The town 
remained the largest and most impor- 
tant place for trade, while substantial 
houses of frame or brick had replaced 
the original log dwellings. 

Niagara became one of the storm- 
centres of acltivies during the war; 
which followed the United States' de-i 
claration on June 18, 1812. At thar 
titme the population of Canada was 
about 800,000 : that or the United! 
Slates folly 8,000,000, Sufficient is 
known of the different events of tbo 
war as to need their repetition unne-, 
cessary in this rapid survey of Nlag-! 
aras history. Brief mention must,' 
however, be made of several ntOBt iin- 1 
portant incidents. On October 13th. 
1812. General Van Rensselaer, before 
daybreak, sent 600 men across the 
Niagara River to Quecnston. Captain 
Denis and a few men tried in vain to 
prevent their landying. After tho 
Americans were heavily reinforced. 
General Brock came up from Fort 
George, and. while charging up Queen- 
ston Heights, was shot, together with 
his A.D.C., Lieut.-Col. McDonell. In 
the afternoon, General Sheaftc drove- 
some of the Americans over thai 
Heights and took the rest, !>nn men, 
prisoners. In the afternoon Fort 
George and Fort Niagara exchanged a 
heavy fire of big guns. 

On November 28th. General Smyth, 
successor or Van Renesselaer on the 
Niagara, said to his army: "Come on, 
my heroes, and when you attack the 
enemy's batteries; let your rallying- 
word be "The cannon lost at Detroit— 
or death.'" Smyth then sent his men 
into Canada and instantly called them 
back. The people or Buffalo hooted 
him : his Government cashiered him. 

On May 27th. 1S13. Chauncey and 
General Dearborn, with 7.000 men, took 
'ort George, General Vincent retreat- 
.ng towards Burlington with what 
were left «f his 1.4ihi men. The Amer- 
icans followed on June 5th, but we 
defeated at Stony Creek, and two 
their generals. Winder and Chnndlr 
captured. The British now advanci 
towards Newark and occupied tl 
whole country to within four miles 
(Continued on Page 5.)

Ottawa, Oct. 4. — What promises to 
revolutionize the pulpwood industry 
and have an important bearing on the 
papc i trade, especially In the groups 
of L'nitcd States mills which draw 
upon Canada for their raw material, is 
disclosed in an announcement made by 
H. J. Lyons-, vice-president of the Can- 
ada Gulf Terminal Railway, which 
is controlled by M. J. O'Brien, the mil- 
lionaire Cobalt mine owner and rail- 
way contractor. It is proposed to 
utilize otherwise unreachable pulp- 
wood — that is, unreachable because of 
Its remoteness from paper mills, and 
the consequent high freight rates— by 
means of preparing the wood In 
chipped form, dried and baled. 

It is claimed for the new process, 
Which has been worked out in the Mc- 
Gill University laboratories and which 
is to be freely available to any pulp- 
wood producer, that it will result In 
reducing the weight of a cord of wood 
to about 2,200 pounds, thus effecting a 
saving in weight of about 2,100 
pounds, the average weight of a cord 
of pulpwood being 4,300 pounds. The 
result is to save about a ton of weight 
per cord In water. This, in effect, car- , 
ties the development of pulpwood up 
to the point where expert treatment is 
necessary, thus saving to the paper 
mill the prohibitive costs of freight, 
handling, etc., in many instances. 

It is claimed for the new process 
that pulpwood In the chipped and 
dried form, in bales, will reduce the 
cost of the raw material to the con- 
suming mills about $2 a cord. The 
wood thus treated will be sold by the 
ton at a fixed content of moisture In- 
stead of by the cordfl the variations in 
whose values are the source of con- 
stant dispute and uncertainty between 
sellers and consumers. Sulphite mills 
in the United States may therefore buy 
at a known value of return In the 
manufacture of pulp. 

The McGill University laboratories 
and the owners of hitherto inacces- 
sible pulpwood supplies are of the 
opinion that the plan will revolution- 
ize the utilization of Canadian pulp- 
wood and open uj. vast areas of wood 
now inaccessible to consumers o,i ac- 
count of the weight feature. 

In the develpoment of the process 
its practicability was questioned be- 
cause of the possible attitude of the 
railways in classifying the new ma- 
terial, but the railways arc said to 
have given assurance that the chipped, 
dried and baled pulpwood will be 
classified as pulpwood and be subject 
to the same rates. The experiments 
have been carried on extensivly for 
about two years, and samples of the 
new manufactured product are being 
shown In Montreal to many visiting 
United States manufacturers.

In spite of the fact that there will 
be. no Intercollegiate Track and Field 
Meet 1 his year, it looks as though the 
.McGill Track Club should have an ex- 
ceptionally good year, ana especially 
so from the viewpoint of those men 
who intend to turn out and train. At 
first It would seem that, without an 
Intercollegiate Meet, and thus without 
the opportunity or winning n place on 
the College Track Team, there will be 
nothing to encourage a man to train 
steadily, even should he turn out, or 
In other words, Ihe Impetus necessary; 
to cause a successful year will be' 
lacking. In itself that is to a certain 
extent true, though it is more than 
possible that, in view of the present 
peculiar position or college athletics, 
some radical steps may be taken to 
partially, at least, make up for the 1 
absencp of intercollegiate fixtures. 
But, whether or no these steps should 
be taken, the lack of the ordinary im- 
petus lieforemcntioned will, It is now 
hoped, be largely counterbalanced by 
giving track and field men a new. but 
possibly just as effective n reason for 
being willing to train long and iiara. 
The next paragraph explains this 
rather abstruse sentence. 

One of the most peculiar features of 
the present athletic situation Is that 
McGill has, all ready for immediate 
use, a magnificent new stadium; ap- 
parently no opportunity of taking ifal 
advantage of it this year owing to the 
temporary abandonment, of Intercol- 
legiate Football. But, on second 
thoughts there is one very good use 
we can put the stadium to. In all past 
years the College Track Meet has been 
held on the M.A.A.A. grounds. But 
now, with a field of our own possess- 
ing a rine new track, naturallv the 
meet will be held there. Further- 
more, as the day or the meet. "Sports 
Day," will as usual be a college holi- 
day, why not. have it something worth 
while? 

Here, then, Is the plan, which, if 
successfully carried out, Bhould give a 
big boost to this year's track season. 
"The occasion or the College Sports 
Day Is to be made that or the formal 
opening of the new McGill Stadium 
for College athletics." This idea had 
barely been formulated at the time 
this edition was going to press, so the 
'details are not available. But already 
i tho Principal, Sir William Peterson, 
lias been approached on the subject, 
anil fully approves or the plan. 
Through his sanction the date or the 
College Meet, set as Friday, Oct. 15, 
has been postponed one week, and now 
; settled as Friday, Oct. 22. The extra 
week thus gained will allow the time 
necessary for those In charge to make 
all their arrangements, and will also 
give those students intending to take 
part in the big meet more time in 
which to prepare thpmselves. 

The men playing football have al- 
ways been accustomed to large 
crowds of spectators, even dur- 
ing their practices, and they will be 
the first to admit that this always 
adds tremendously to their interest in 
the game, and that the larger tho 
crowd or onlookers the more willing 
and anxious they are to outdo them- 
selves in their efforts. 

The l»ack men, on the other hand, 
have always had to perform to small 
audiences, and poor support, this be- 
ing especially true of last year. The 
efrect, therefoiv, of the knowledge 
. that the meet will this year be held 
, before, what those in charge hope to 
' make a capacity crowd, even for our 
I new stadium, should most certainly 
.be the turning out or many more men 
I than In former years, harder training, 
and far more excitement; all leading 
'up to what should be the largest and 
best contested Sports Day held in 
years. Everything possible Is being, 
land will ho done towards obtaining 
this result. The inter-year rivalry 
will be stimulated; it is more than 
likely that, special events will be plac- 
ed on Ihe programme; steps are being 
planned to enlist public sympathy and 
support It is even asserted, on appar- 
ently good grounds, that if possible 
His Highness the Duke of Connaught 
will be present. All this, it must be 
understood, is not being done with a 
view towards making the event a fi- 
nancial success. On the contrary, it 
is very likely, and Indeed highly proh- 
able, that no Pharge whatsoever will be 
collected, general admission being 
free. 

From this it may be gathered lhat 
those hj charge will do everything in 
their power towards making the 22nd 
a success; hut it is up to the students 
to help. Certainly all those with a 
leaning towards, or ability for track 
work, should turn out immediately, 
and begin regular training.

Freshmen Expected to Spend 
Reasonable Amount of Time 
in Athletics. 



A forward slcp has been taken by 
tne University authorities In connec- 
tion with the department of physical 
education. On page 43 of the Calen- 
dar, under the heading "Physical Ex- 
amination," the iollowing statement is 
found. 

"The medical and physical directors 
will lay before every student entering 
the first year a schedule of the spoils 
and physical activities which arc avail- 
able, and require them to state to 
which form of exercise they intend to 
apply themselves. Every student will 
be expected to spend a reasonable 
amount of his time on physical exer- 
cise, unless he has satisfactory rea- 
sons for exemption." 

Hitherto it has not been compulsory 
for students nf the first year to take 
any regular form of physical exercise. 
Until this year, therefore. McGill has 
been behind practically all of the cen- 
tres of learning in this regard. In 
many universities some form of com- 
pulsory exercise is demanded of stu- 
dents for at least the first three years. 

As we understand the situation, the 
first year students, at the time of tak- 
ing the physical examination, will be 
required to choose some form of 
physical activity, either athletic sports 
of a compelive nature, military drill or 
gymnasium work. Including dancing 
and group games. It is understood 
that student.* who choose to partici- 
pate In competitive athletics or mili- 
tary drill will not. be required to at- 
tend the regular gymnasium classes 
during the active season for such com- 
petition. ' 

' By inking this action the University 
has made a step in the right direction, 
and its duty in educating the body as 
well as the mind, w ith all the relation- 
ships thereof, will be well performed, 
and It is hoped lhat it will be kept on 
the same high standard as the other 
subjects In Ihe curriculum,

Hundreds of graduates of the Mont- 
real Presbyterian College, who receiv- 
ed instruction at his capable hands, 
and hundreds of other McGM men who 
came to know his powerful personali- 
ty, regretted to learn this summer of 
the sudden death at Bic, Que., on Aug- 
ust 6, of the Rev. Dr. John Scrlmger, 
principal of the Montreal Presbyterian 
Collège, affiliated with McGill. since 
1904, and a member of the staff of the 
same institution for thirty years previ- 
ous. 

The death of the Rev. Dr. Scrlmger 
occurred very suddenly at his sum- 
mer home at Bic, Que., and sympathe- 
tic and feeling reference was made in 
the pulpits of the various Presbyterian 
churches on the following Sunday. 

Was Native of Gait, Ont, 
The late Rev. Dr. Scrlmger was a 
noted Presbyterian educationalist, lie 
was born at Gait, Out., in ISl'J, the 
son of John Scriniger, and Jeannette 
McKcnzie. His first school days were 
Bpent at the Gall Collegiate Institute, 
where he studied under the celebrated 
Dr. Tassle. I'pon being graduated 
frorr, there lie went to Toronto, and 
entered the University, where his 
studies were pursued with brilliance. 
In 1S(W lie received the degree of 
Bachelor of Aits, and two years later 
was made a Master of Arts. His next 
two years were speni at I lie Kno:; Col- 
lege in Toronto, from where lie was 
graduated in The late Dr. Scrini- 
ger then entered upon llie ministry at 
Colvin Presbyterian Church, in Mont- 
real, continuing in this charge for nine 
years. 

He married in April. 1ST I, Miss Char- 
lotte C. Gairdner, daughter of the late 
J. A. Gairdner. of Bayfield, Ont. 'Hie 
same year the late Principal Scriniger 
received the appointment of lecturer 
at the Montreal Presbyterian College, 
which he held until 1S82. when be was 
appointed a professor of theology, re- 
maining in this capacity for twenty- 
two years. In 1S!»2. Hie late Dr. 
Scriniger was given the honorary de- 
gree nf,Dortor of Divinity at the Mont- 
real weslcyan Theological College. 

National Reputation us Writer. 

From 10" I to the time of his death, 
the late Dr. Scriniger had been the 
principal of the Presbyterian College 
in this city, and pained a national re- 
putation for bis literary contributions 
to «'hc Presbyterian College Journal. 

The late Dr. Scriniger was also for 
many years a noted writer In other 
religious magazines, and for five years 
edited the Presbyterian Review. To- 
ronto. In 1301 he was appointed Mod- 
erator of the Montreal and Ottawa 
Presbyteries, and during the years 
1907-08 served as a member of the 
Joint Committees on Church Union. 
.As member of the Protestant Board 
of School Commissioners, he was look- 
ed up to an a man with a wide know- 
ledge of educational matters ami one 
to whom all could lurn for advice. 

Strontr for Church Union, 

The deceased was one of tlif strong- 
est exponents of Church Union, which 
hat, long been discussed in the Presby- 
terian councils and throughout Can- 
ada. His loss v. ill be greatly fell by 
nil with whom he had come in contact 
during his lifetime of haul work for 
the pood of the younger generation.

Tbe students of McGill University 
- Mill be pleased to know that the new 
McGill Stadium is practlcallj finished. 
Everything has been done that could 
be desired to make the Stadium com- 
plctc. The Stadium and playing field 
are situated in Macdonald Park, which 
is bounded on the east by Fletcher's 
Field, on the west by Royal Victoria 
Hospital, and on the south by Tina 
avenue. The entrances to the stadium 
are on Pine avenue. The Stadium is 
built of reinforced concrete with a 
foundation of solid rock, There is a 
seating capacity for 8,400 people, with 
Sufficient spaee left to provide for an 
additional seating capacity of 12,000. 
From the top of the Stadium one of 
the finest views in the city of the 
down-town district can be obtained. 
The playing field is encircled by a 
running track a quarter mile in length 
and ]S feel in width. It said on good 
authority to be one of the finest in 
America. On the south side of the 
traclc there is a road especially buili 
for automobiles. People can easily 
view- the games from their cars. There 
have been temporary dressing rooms 
made, and these are fitted up with 
shower baths, -etc. These are situated 
a little on tbe west from the Stadium. 

Though it is intended later to erect 
a gyninaisum. swimming pool and rttiK 
in lite space between Pine avenue and 
the Stadium proper, no preparations 
have yet been made for this work, and 
the building may not be undertaken 
for some lime to come. 

The Stadium received its first crown 
two weeks ago. when the grounds were 
used in connection with the sports 
■ held under the auspices of the Auxil- 
iary Pal talion. 

The programme was full of events, 
producing hard struggles, notably the 
track events for officers, non-coms, 
and men. The officials handled every- 
thing with efficiency and non-parti- 
sanship, and the Hue feeling of sports- 
manship which was noticeable all 
through made the afternoon one of the 
most enjoyable both for competitors 
and the 3,500 people present. 



Up at the Eastern Hospital for the 
Insane at Brockville, Ont., is a .McGill 
mau. who, although alienated from his 
Alma Mater through unforeseen cir- 
cumstances, still retains an affection 
for Old McGill which is wonderfully 
inspiring.

turn green with envy. Some of the 
guards occasionally taunt him by cry- 
ing: "What's the matter with old Mc- 
Gill?". And back conies the answer, 

There is also a 
Queen's man in captivity at the same 
Institution, but the McGill student can 
always out-root him. They are fix- 
tures at every baseball match on the 
grounds.

Nfld.. and two 
brothers, William, who is now at the 
front with the Newfoundland contin- 
gent, and John, of Montreal, and by 
two sisters, .Mrs. John Ryan, of St. 
John's, and Miss Lilian M. Trebble. of 
.Montreal.

THAT DEPENDS. 



Dr. .loh n Watson, Professor of Moral 
and Mental Philosophy. Queen's Uni- 
versity, subjected German philosophy 
to a scathing fire or criticism in his 
address before the Knox College 
alumni at Toronto last w eek, on "Ger- 
man Philosophy and the War." The 
fallacies of the famous German think- 
ers, such as Nietzsche, Schopenhauer 
and Havnaek, were exposed before the 
Presbyterian alumni with such direct- 
ness that great enthusiasm was 
aroused, ll was the philosophy of 
Germany and the w retched diplomacy 
of her rulers that brought on the great 
European war, Prof. Watson asserted. 
The fuel that such an influence as 
philosophy never ads directly or im- 
mediately was emphasized by the 
speaker, who said that there was a 
danger of overestimating its Import- 
ance, or, on the other hand, of ne- 
glecting It altogether. 

Theology in Lost. 

" The Germans have no longer a 
theology," asserted Prof. Watson, "by 
which I mean a reasonable philosophy 
of religion. For nearly one hundred 
years ihey have devotrd all their en- 
ergy to fitting and classifying facts. 
During I hat time they have not pro- 
duced a genuine philosophy of reli- 
gion." 

Tracing the successive steps of Ger- 
many's progress along these lines, the 
lecturer paid considerable attention to 
Bismarck and I he preparation of the 
military era. 

" The pity of It all Is that German 
philosophy, in Us popular form, has 
all rational belief in love and
